The prior art of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render 
obvious the herein claimed insulating material containing the specified ingredients in the 
specified amounts. Two documents of considerable relevance are US 5,073,199 and 
US 4,132,555, which together contain most of the herein claimed ingredients. However, 
the board of US 4,132,555 is not sufficiently similar to the material of US 5,073,199 to 
make it any more than perhaps obvious to try to add slag and Portland to US 4,132,555, 
which falls clearly short of the standard.
